THE DEMOCRATIC PLATFORM. 


On the eve of the meeting of the plat­ 
form convention of the democratic party 
which convenes in Excelsior Springs Tues­ 
day, there is much speculation as to what 
declaration of principles will be adopted 
upon which to make the campaign this fall. 
Individuals with pet theories and others 
with animosities are already busy striving 
to accomplish their desires by working up­ 
on the delegates in an endeavor to influ­ 
ence them to incorporate their particular 
planks in the document. The various candi­ 
dates of course are most interested and one 
and all are hoping to mould the declaration 
of principles along lines that they think 
will be most advantageous to their candi­ 
dacies. 
But after all a platform means little in 
this day and time. It's the history back of 
the party and the records of the men that 
lead it that counts most with the voters. 
Some one has said that platforms are made 
to be broken and in many cases this has 
been the case. 
The republican party has 
done this time and again, and especially 
during the present administration. 
About 
the only pledge that it has kept is the one 
declaring we should not go into the League 
of Nations. But wrhile that pledge has been 
redeemed, 
the 
“Association of Nations” 
which Mr. Harding promised has not ma­ 
terialized. 
And so it has been for many, 
many years. 
Republican platforms and 
republican pledges have meant nothing ex­ 
cept a means to an end—and that end, elec­ 
tion. 
The democrats of Missouri need 
not 
worry about the platform to be adopted, so 
long as selfish politicians are not permitted 
to manipulate it to their own sinister pur­ 
poses. The record of the party in state and 
nation, from Jefferson's time until nows is 
enough to go before the people with, in the 
certain belief in success in November. 
The simple declaration that this is the 
democratic party, as true today to the in­ 
terests of the people, as devoted to their 
welfare and as determined to legislate for 
the good of all, as it was under the great 
leaders, Jefferson and Jackson, Cleveland 
and Wilson, will be all that will be neces­ 
sary for a triumphant victory this year and 
the foundation for the return to power in 
state and nation two years hence.

At this moment and in one 
sense the cause to which Justice Clarke in­ 
tends to devote himself appears to be a for­ 
lorn hope. So formidable are the barriers 
which have been raised here in America 
against America’s entrance into the League 
that to some the undertaking will seem to 
have a Quixotic cast. That, if anything, en­ 
hances the impressiveness of the appear­ 
ance in the arena of this new champion 
who buckles on his armor to espouse what 
seems to most a lost cause. 
It is not a lost cause, however dark may 
seem the outlook at present, and it cannot 
be lost because in the end mankind, grop­ 
ing through darkness, learns its lesson if 
only through hard experience and be­ 
cause in reality the American people are 
not the blindest and most backward of peo­ 
ples, but probably the most intelligent of 
them all. 
Shamefully betrayed and de­ 
ceived by leaders unworthy of their trust, 
they will some day see the truth. 
It is Justice Clarke’s purpose to do w’hat 
he can to hasten the coming of that day. 
It is a noble task to which he thus dedicates 
himself. Whether or not the step which he 
has taken has a deep political significance 
will appear later. He is a democrat and a 
resident of Ohio. He is not too old for ac­ 
tive endeavor in the field of politics, being 
in his sixty-fifth year. He has the prestige 
of efficient service in the highest tribunal 
of the land. 
He is hampered by none of 
the handicaps which embarrass those lead­ 
ers who have been enmeshed in the bitterly 
partisan politics 
of the past few years. 
With 1924 not far away and with the dem­ 
ocratic party at present leaderless, Justice 
Clarke’s emergence, albeit as the advocate 
of a cause in which just now the rank and 
file of the party takes little interest and 
which at present scarcely seems available 
as a political issue, may turn out later on 
to have mort- political importance than 
most observers would now be inclined to at­ 
tribute to it.

James V. McCabe. 
James V. McCabe, a pioneer resi­ 
dent of this city, died at 12:3<7 
o’clock Monday morning at the fam­ 
ily home, 408 South Engineer av­ 
enue. 
Death was due to a stroke 
of paralysis, suffered on Tuesday 
morning, September 5, although Mr, 
McCabe had been in failing health 
since January, 1921.

In 1873 Mr. McCabe entered the 
service of the Missouri Pacific shops

1920. 
He belonged to the black­ 
smiths union and has been in con­ 
tinuous good stand.ng in the Odd 
Fellow's lodge for over 45 years. 
In 1869 he was married in Se­ 
dalia to Miss America Clutter, who 
died in 1880. 
To this union w'ere 
born three children, M. J. McCaba, 
and Mrs. F. G. Bailey, of Sedalia, 
and Mrs. C. W. Wilson, of Kansas 
City. 
He was married again in 
1882 to Mrs. ^Lucy Shipley, wSc 
survives him, as do two step daugh­ 
ters, Mrs. J. C. Connor and Miss 
Mayme Shipley, of this city. 
Mr. McCabe was a citizen of the 
highest type, honored and respected 
by friends and acquaintances, and a 
man whose word was as good as 
gold.

to form companies to provide broad­ 
casting service. Any bona fide man­ 
ufacturer, he added, would be admit­ 
ted to the organization. 
"I have been informed,** said the 
postmaster general “that the broad­ 
casting 
companies, 
when 
formed, 
will probably 
desire 
to impose on 
their members 
the 
condition that 
British-made apparatus only shall be 
sold by them, and I have intimated 
that I will assent to this condition 
for a period of two years. 
It will 
rest with membership of the com­ 
panies to determine to what extent 
this condition shall apply to the com­ 
ponent parts of the apparatus. 
“The functions of the postoffice 
will be limited to approving types of 
apparatus submitted by members of 
the company, and inspection of indi­ 
vidual sets will 
not 
be necessary. 
Provision will be made under which 
amateurs who construct their own 
receiving sets, 
and 
licensees who 
have already purchased imported re­ 
ceiving sets, will be allowed to use 
them.*’ 
The postmaster general said the 
revenue required 
for 
broadcasting 
would be derived partly from a con­ 
tribution by 
the 
manufacturers to 
the company on each set sold by 
them, and partly by a proportion of 
the annual license fee which would 
be paid the companies financing the 
service.

he added, would run into millions, 
and he had received no intimation 
from any firm that they were willing 
to undertake it without guarantee of 
payment from the government.
